RENT-A-CAMP  PROGRAM 


What  is  it  about? 

The  Rent-A-Camp  Program  offers  you  an 
opportunity  to  experience  tent  camping  at  an 
Illinois  State  Park  in  an  easy,  inexpensive  and 
very  enjoyable  way. 

What  do  I  get? 

At  each  site.  Conservation  Department 
personnel  will  erect  a  Rent-A-Camp  wall  tent 
on  a  permanent  wooden  floor.  Equipment  pro¬ 
vided  for  Rent-A-Campers  includes  four  cots, 
charcoal  grill,  picnic  table,  fire  ring,  fire  ex¬ 
tinguisher,  broom,  dust  pan,  trash  barrel,  and  a 
camp  light. 

A  few  sites  have  an  extra  large  tent  which 
will  sleep  eight  adults.  Please  see  the  enclosed 
park  list  for  the  location  of  larger  tents. 

What  will  it  cost  me? 

The  fee  for  the  use  of  the  rental  equip¬ 
ment  is  the  same  throughout  the  State.  The 
rental  fee  is  in  addition  to  the  regular  camping 
fee  which  varies  from  site  to  site.  For  the  total 
per  night  cost,  see  the  enclosed  park  list.

To  reserve  a  Rent-A-Camp  Site,  you 

must: 

1.  Complete  a  Rent-A-Camp  reservation 
form,  and 

2.  Send  a  deposit  equal  to  one  nights  Rent- 
A-Camp  rental  fee.  Make  check  payable 
to  the  Department  of  Conservation,  (site 
name). 


Send  the  reservation  form  and  the 
deposit  directly  to  the  site  in  which  you 
wish  to  reserve  a  site.

Rental  Rules 

RENT-A-CAMP  HAS  BEEN  DESIGNATED  A  FAMILY  CAMPING  PROGRAM 

1.  Regular  camping  fee  (which  varies  by  class  of  site)  plus  the  Rent-A-Camp  fee  ($8.00  or  $16.00).  The  Rent-A- 
Camp  rental  fee  for  one  night  is  required  as  a  deposit  with  each  application.  The  application  will  not  be  processed 
without  the  deposit.  Make  check  payable  to  the  Department  of  Conservation,  ($ite  Name). 

2.  Mail  application  and  deposit  directly  to  the  park  in  which  you  wish  to  reserve  a  site. 

3  reservation  DEP0SIT$  are  not  REFUNDABLE! 

4.  No  reservations  will  be  accepted  for  longer  than  2  weeks. 

5.  Dogs  and  other  pets  are  not  allowed  in  Rent-A-Camp  units. 

6  Rent-A-Campers  must  also  comply  with  all  other  department  rules  regarding  camping  on  state  properties  (these 
are  posted  at  each  site). 

Rental  day  begins  4;00  p.m.  day  of  arrival.  Check  in  no  later  than  8:00  p.m.  If  you  must  arrive  at  the  park  after 
8:00  p.m.,  please  notify  the  park  in  advance. 

It  is  suggested  that  you  reserve  a  site  at  least  two  weeks  in  advance.
